OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA 

History  of  St.  Joseph's  Hospital 

In  1868,   Fort  Wayne  was  still  without  a  hospital  although  it  was  a 
city  of  25,  000  inhabitants.  With  this  factor  in  mind,  Bishop  Luers, 
aided  by  others  in  the  community,  purchased  the  Rockhill  House, 
a  hotel  on  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Main  Streets .  The  Bishop 
then  invited  Sisters  of  the  Poor  Handmaids  of  Jesus  Christ  from 
Germany  to  operate  the  facility. 

In  1869,  Saint  Joseph's  opened  its  doors  to  the  Fort  Wayne  com- 
munity as  its  first  hospital .  Through  the  years  additions  have  been 
added  until  today  it  stands  a  410  bed  general  hospital. 

Throughout  its  almost  one  hundred  years  of  service  to  the  com- 
munity it  has  endeavored  to  serve  the  sick.  With  God's  help  and 
our  efforts  it  will  continue  to  perform  this  function  for  which  it 
was  founded.

Nursing  IV  includes  a  study  of  the  nursing  needs  of  adult  patients  with  Ortho- 
pedic, Neurologic,  or  Urologic  problems.  This  includes  diet  and  drug  ther- 
apy. Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  basic  principles  of  nursing  care  as  they 
relate  to  the  spiritual,   scientific,  psychological,  and  socio-economic  factors 
involved.  Selected  patient  care  experiences  are  concurrent  with  classroom 
instruction .

NURSING  V 


In  Nursing  V  students  spend  one 
week  affiliation  with  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Service.  This  affiliation  en- 
ables the  student  to  see  first  hand 
the  type  of  care  available  to 
Patients  in  their  own  homes . 

Also  in  this  area  the  care  of  the 
patient  with  cardio -vascular  dis- 
eases is  studied .  This  provides  a 
basis  for  specialized  care  of  these 
patients  including  the  psychological 
and  physical  aspects  as  well  as 
specific  drug  therapy  for  cardio- 
vascular conditions  .
